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If anything were needed to prove the incrcas- 
ed confidence resulting from the establishment 
of-a distinct Government in this Colony we have 
it in; the fresh impetus given to local improve- 
ments here.

But the improve- 
ments made and in progress in that section of 
the city are nut confined to the erection of houses, 
Very much bas been done in clearing, grading 
and enclosing lots.. Of those expending large 
amounts in this way we will, content ourselves 
for the present with naming Mr. Hitchcock, of
